MARKING OYSTER AND SHELL FISH BEDS. •£• 


The 
following notice concerning 


the marking of oyster and other shell 
fish beds in the navigable waters ol 
the state of Florida has been sent out 
by the United 
States war depart 


ment: 
* 


The attention of those engaged in 


leasing oyster lands in the state of 
Florida and cultivating shell fish and 
oysters thereon under authority of 
chapter No. 6532 
(No. 112) of the 


laws of the state of Florida, approved 
June 4, 1913, is invited to the pro- 
visions of section ten of the river 
and harbor act of March 3, 1S99, as 
follows: 


Extract From Section Ten. 


"That the erection of any obstruc 


Uon not affirmatively authorized by 
congress, to the navigable capacity 
of any of the waters of the United 
States is hereby prohibited; and it 
shall not be lawful to build or com- 
mence building of any wharf, pier, 
dolphin, 
boom, 
weir, 
breakwater, 


bulkhead, jetty, or. other structure in 
any port, roadstead, 
haven, harbor 


canal, navigable river, or other wa- 
ter of the United States, outside es- 
tablished harbor lines, or where no 
harbor lines have been established, 
except on plans recommended by the 
chief of engineers and authorized by 
the Secretary of War; 
* * » " 


In accordance with the above pro- 


visions of law and until further no- 
tice all interested persons who de- 
sire to take advantage of the pro- 
visions of the above mentioned law 
of the state of Florida to lease and 
mark out oyster or other shell fish 
beds within the navigable waters of 
the state of Florida, are hereby au- 


thorlzed by the secretary of war to 
construct and maintain the necessary 
buoys, stakes, or other marks which 
may be authorized or required by the 
said state of Florida for the purpose 
ot marking the limits of their leases 
subject to the following regulations. 


Regulations governing the placing 


ot stakes, and other marks In navi- 
gable waters of the state of Florida, 
to mark out oyster or other shell fish 
beds:
